Sieel Production Down to 21 per cent 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Aug. 27.—Steel, keynote to the nation’s in- 
lustrial progress, sank this week to the lowest point it has reached 
since March, 1933. Steel production in Pittsburgh has dropped to 
15 per cent of capacity, and in the industry generally, to 21 per cent. 
Even as recently as May and June, production was at 54 per cent of 
capacity, but fell sharply off in July to 24 per cent. Slump in steel 
production imdicates aiastar slumps in automobile manufacturing, con-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26—The statements ot the Communist 
Party, that the NRA is an attempt to solve the crisis of capitalism 
at the expense of the workers, was given ample support today when 
Donald Richberg, executive secretary of the executive council, made 
his report to Roosevelt. His report reveals that profits of 402 corpo- 
rations increased 600 per cent, from a deficit index figure of 6.9 
to the profit figure of 33.2, from the first half of 1933 to the first 
half of 1934. ‘Lhe cost of living increased 9.6 per cent while wages 
increased only 8.5 per cent. Average wages were 55.2 cents an hour, 
or $2042 per week.

A Splendid Showing Now for the Final 
lection 


California has given its answer to the vigilantes in a most 
emphatic manner. This is the meaning of the 200,000 votes for 
Leo Gallagher. This is the meaning in the increased vote. for 
local Communist candidates, in towns where the terror was most 
intense. 


The only political Party to sponsor Leo Gallagher for As- 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Court was the Communist. It 
should’ likewise be frankly admitted that the campaign for him 
was very weak. ‘The work connected with the defense of 
strikers and; later, those arrested in the raids on Communist 
headquarters, occupied his major time. Comrade Gallagher ad- 
dressed only a few meetings. But for a few small stations, the 
radios were closed to him. The newspapers had a conspiracy of 
silence against him. If they mentioned his name, it was only to 
try to ridicule him in connection with something he might have 
done in defense of workers, especially when he courageously 
defied judges, who would threaten him with contempt of court. 

Gallagher is the man who only a short time ago was beaten up 
by Hynes’ thugs in the Los Angeles supervisors’ chamber, when 
he came to protest brutality against the unemployed. Yet he got 
over 100,000 votes in that very county. 

In San Francisco thousands of dollars were spent for large 
advertisements for Shaw, one of the two opposing Gallagher. 
There was only one sign on Market street for Comrade Gallag- 
her. On several occasions meetings or radio addresses arranged 
for Gallagher were cancelled by hall and radio managers at the 
last minute. But Gallagher came second and Shaw third in San 
Francisco—the city of the General Strike—where the terror was 
worst. 


BIG INCREASE IN LOCAL VOTES. 


In the local results, among the most significant is the polling 
of over 1,000 votes by Comrade Prater, running for Public Ad- 
ministrator in the Standard Oil town of Richmond. He is well 
known in Richmond as a Communist for many years, and his 
house was one of those raided by the Standard Oil thugs. 
Comrade Paul Orr. also well known as a “Red,” drew 835 votes 
for Supervisor. He was hounded for weeks by the window- 
smashing brigade. Needless to mention that there was no chance 
to do much open campaigning in Richmond, yet the previous 
votes were doubled. 

Sacramento, which has now gained a nationwide reputation 
as the rottenest cesspool of reaction, gave over 2,000 votes to 
Comrade Funkner, Communist candidate for Sheriff, who was in 
jail while the campaign was on. Other Communist candidates, 
in incomplete counts, are running even higher. The entire Party 
leadership in Sacramento was jailed. The headquarters were 
smashed. The vote was a powerful blow against the fascists in 
Merriam’s headquarters. 

San Diego showed the biggest increase of ail. Comrade 
Hancock, the local leader and others in Imperial Valley jails, 
the smashing of the headquarters and banning of meetings, did 
not stop Gallagher from getting 8,746 votes; Wm. Breeden for 
District Attorney, 3,498: and Herman Bullman for Superintendent 
of Schools, 3,545—the count still incomplete. The highest prev- 
ious Red vote in San Diego was 1,400. 


ONLY FIRST ROUND! 


The workers have given the Party a splendid response! And 
this is only the first round in the election. The big job now is to 
counter the Sinclair illusion. The majority of those who voted 
for Gallagher also voted for Sinclair. They wanted to voice their 
protest against the vicious reaction and poverty that is gripping 
California. But voting in Sinclair will not relieve the situation. It 
will only extend the misery. 

Only the rolling up of a huge Communist vote will serve 
notice on the rich rulers that the workers and poor farmers will 
not take the hunger deal laying down.

The General Strike Haunts Them 


In his Labor Day address, Matthew Woll, vice-president of 
the American Federation of Labor, again startles the world with 
the sensational news that the San Francisco General Strike was 
“a pre-arranged Moscow plot.” 

He again repeats the nonsense which he had in an article in 
the magazine “Liberty,” and which was already adequately ans- 
wered in the Western Worl! 

But it ic only sufficient to remind our readers that every act 
of the rank and file of labor which these highly-paid bureaucrats 
don’t like, they label a: “Moscow Plot,” and then under the guise 
of fightine launch a drive to stamp out the vitality and 
militancy in labor. 

The fact is that American labor finds nothing wrong with a 
Genera! Strike. and Woll’s words are falling on deaf ears. For 
while he is delivering, his oration, half a million textile workers 
are walking out in the biggest general strike that was ever seen 
in the United States. 

The American workers have given the world some of the 
earliest examples of a general strike. This is how the fight for 
the 8-hour day was opened. This is how free schools were won 
in this ceuntry. Woll, who prattles so much about “American- 
ism,” only wants to stamp out the best features in the traditions 
of Amreican labor and history. 

Senator Johnson, in his Labor Day address at the Civic 
Auditorium (although he used this in defense of the NRA), re- 
terred to lawyers who will dubb any legislative measure that may 
be progressive as unconstitutional. The labor misleaders follow 
a similar line, and name the most militant and progressive ele- 
ments in labor as “Red.” But significantly the workers of the 
United States are not so frightened of the Communists as Woll 
would like them to be. What Woll is doing is expressing his 
fright of the rising fighting spirit of the workers. 

We Communists certainly had much to do in promoting the 
General Strike. And we certainly take pride in our part. We 
only regret that the Vanderleurs had their hands on it and be- 
trayed it. But our part was to show the workers that a General 
Strike is bringing up the reserves in our fight to back the marine 
workers. It was the fight to preserve unionism on the Coast, to 
defeat the open shop and to force the bosses to a quick settlement. 


The workers understood this and followed our advice. They 
did not listen to William Green who telegraphed that general 
strikes are forbidGen in the A. F. of L. 

The Communists will continue to point to the general strike 
as a glorious example, a great weapon in the fight of the workers. 
The local labor fakers are trying to forget the General Strike. 
In the 80-pagze Labor Day edition of the “Labor Clarion” there 
are only scab ads, but not a word of the greatest event of the 
year—the General Strike. It haunts them like an evil spirit.

“Then the representative of the 
provincial soviet took in one hand 
a shining silver ege from the tip 
of one of the silver pagodas, and 
in the other, a piece of gold the 
size of a sickle handle which came 
irom the top of the gold pagoda. 
Springing on to the counter he 
handed these to us to pass around 
and examine, 

“Then for the ‘first’ time we 
realized everything—it was not a 
silver egg at all, but a large silver 
dollar. And when we looked 
again more closely at the silver 
pagodas we found that they were 
built of thousands of silver dol- 
lars heaped one on top of one an- 
other. The gold pagoda was 
made of a pile of gold ax handles 
which they said were called ‘gold 
bars. The three pagodas were 
not divinely made at all, but made 
by men, so we understood why 
they did not belong to the gods.” 

“But, Kuang-hsing, if you say 
that the pagodas do not belong 
to the gods, then how can they 
lay gold and silver eggs?” The

Recent developments in. fascist 
Germany reveal the future status 
of youth under .capitalisin, unless 


young and older workers put up 
a militant struggle against fas- 
cism. According to a recent state 
ment of Dr. Jackel, leader of the 
Stuttgart labor office, “All work- 
up to the age of 25, if not 
skilled in any particular trade and 
tf suitable for agriculture, MUST 
be employed in agriculture, Their 
places must be taken by older 
and married unemployed.” And, 
needless to say, there is little em- 
ployment in the agricultural fields

decree announce: 
that “The labor exchanges must 
refuse under all circumstances to 
find work in industrial undertak- 
ings for unemployed persons who 
can be used for agricultural work. 
No agricultural worker may leave 


his place of work at the present 
time or during the next tew 
months, not even if he is. given 
the opportunity of doing indus- 
trial work.” 

Young workers doing this 
forced agricultural work get no 
wages at all. They are supposed 


to be happy because they are fed. 


Six. hundred thousand young 
girls who left school this spring 
have been foreed to spend one 


year working as servant girls. A 
circular from the labor exchange 
warns employers not to hire these 
young girls for factory work. 


Some young workers are “il- 
legally” hired, and of course <et 
miserable starvation wages in re 


turn for the “privilege” of work 
ing ‘at: all.

the U. S. to 64 per cent of what 
it was in 1929, in the Soviet Un- 
is the union of the workers and 
the peasants.
